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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE  t 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  7 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Blind  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
is  to  train  the  Blind  to  earn  their  ozcn  living,  and  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  are  nerw  more  than  730  former  piqnh  not  onhj  earning 
their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

8-f.4  per  cent,  of  these  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world 
as  organists  and  teacliers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school 
teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  ete.  Without  the  College  train¬ 
ing  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  benefit  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

Do  not  forget  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind  than  to  sup)- 
port  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit  which  is 
given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respecting 
citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

As  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work 
an.1  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  Imperial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis. 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a  College  for  the  Sighted, 
Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind?

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PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873. — A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  liad  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1!)17.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have  exceeded  all 
expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger  ’’  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses 
of  students  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  and  rci>eat  performances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving 
lociety  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  fi\e  boys  were  successful  in 
gaining  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date  59  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886. — These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures  and  were  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  the  late  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  in  having  introduced  them  into 
tiie  College.  The  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these 
exceedingly  useful  articles. 
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7.  Cycling  and  Uoller  Skating,  1 887.-Eiglit-i..-hand  and  twelve-in- 
hand  cycles  were  purclmsed,  and  in  ad.lition  to  thoroughly  touring  over 
the  roads  of  Surrey  aiul  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  BrTffhton 
and  back,  to  Birmin^jham  and  to  Derby. 

Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 

8.  Typeicriting  1887,  Shorthand  1898.— Though  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 

'draining  College,  1895.  The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  l)ocome  teachers.  .-Vs  a  result,  graduates  have  been  emploved  as 
teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bolton,  Bradford.  Bridgend,  Brighton,  Burma, 
Cardiff,  Ceylon,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  London,  Montreal,  Newcastle! 
Nottingham.  Preston,  Rhyl,  Sheffield,  Southsea  and  many  other 
Institutions. 


10.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
^f  Organists,  1901.  1  his  was  the  first  ye.ar  in  which  these  e.\aminations 

were  undertaken.  To  date,  G8  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  liave 
gained  the  Associateship  and  .80  the  Eellowshii)  of  the  RojmI  College  of 
Organists,  while  67  have  won  the  Lieentiateslii]>  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music.

Unqualified  blind  people  sometimes  obtain  employment,  and  though 
they  are  soon  found  out  arid  discharged,  much  harm  to  the  future  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  blind  has  been  done. 

To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation,  all  properly  qualified  students 
who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certifucile,  which,  when  asked  for, 
they  should  be  able  to  produce.  All  prospective  employers  should  know 
that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Certificate  cannot  be  produced,  they  will 
receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a  reply  by  return  of  post,  vouching 
for  the  statements  of  the  applicant  if  they  be  true.

'I’lie  Boai'd  of  Governors  have  very  regretfully  to  report 
the  death  of  the  following  friends  and  snpiiorters:  — 

Henry  J.  Wilson,  Esq.,  who  jjassed  away  in  February 
at  the  age  of  87,  was  Secretary  of  the  Gardner’s  Trust 
from  1882  to  1921,  and  always  evinced  the  greatest  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Gollege.  By  his  genial  tact  and 
unfailing  courtesy  he  became  known  as  the  “  Father 
Gonfessor  of  the  Blind  ”  ;  he  was  ever  ready  to  give  advice 
and  a.ssistance  and  was  unceasing  in  his  efforts  to  heli) 
forward  tlie  cause  to  which  he  had  so  loyally  devoted  him¬ 
self. 


John  Young,  Esq.,  the  former  head  of  the  Pianoforte 
Tuning  Department  of  the  Roj-al  Normal  College,  died  in 
November  last.  He  resigned  in  1915,  after  thirty-eight 
yeai's  of  untiring  devotion  to  the  work  over  which  he  pre¬ 
sided,  and  carried  with  him  into  his  retirement  the  esteem 
of  his  colleagues  and  the  gratitude  of  the  pupils  for  whom 
he  had  so  efficiently  worked.

It 
allorded  much  ))lcasure  to  all  connected  with  the  College  to  have  I  adv 
Campbell  iiresent  at  this  function. 

Prior  to  the  prize  distribution,  the  Scouts  gave  a  deinonstration 
oil  the  parade  ground  ami  the  .Senior  Hoys  and  Girls  an  effective  disiilay 
of  mass  exercises,  ineluding  dumb-bells,  free  inoveinents  and  long  and 
short  wands;  a.  s|)eeial  teatiire  of  the  figure  marehing  which  followed 
was  the  formation  ot  the  letters  “  H.N.C.”  Visitors  also  saw  school 
elas.ses  at  work,  roller  skating  in  the  Fawcett  Gymnasium  and  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  s^yimming  and  life-saving  in  the  Arniitage  Swimming  Hath. 
During  the  insperdion  of  the  work  done  in  tvpewriting  and  Hraille 
shorthand,  one  of  the  students  presented  to  .Sir  Kynaston  and  Lad.y 
Studd  a  tastefully  designed  programme,  which  she  had  typed  on  white 
satin,  and  the  visitors  then  proceeded  to  the  Gardner  Hall,  where  an 
organ  reciCil  and  .a  mueh  appreciated  concert  were  given. 

After  the  distrihution  of  the  prizes  so  happily  presented  bv  Lady 
Studd,  the  Chairman  said:  — 

“  Lad.y  Campbell,  Ladies  end  Gentlemen, — It  gives  Lady  Studd 
and  myself  the  greate.st  ple.asure  to  be  here  to-da.y ;  to  have  seen  the 
work  hm'ng  done  in  this  wonderful  College  for  the  Blind  and  to  pre.sent 
the  prizes  to  thus"  who  have  succeeded  in  various  ex.ani illations.  1  had 
not  the  honour  ol  knowing  .Sir  Francis  (Campbell,  though  f  knew  his 
son,  the  late  Mr.  Gu.y  Campbell.  I  shall  never,  however,  forget  my 
first  iiitrodiiction  to  the  students  of  this  College.  It  was  at  the  Regent 
Street  Polytechnic,  of  which  f  now  have  the  honour  to  he  President, 
where  they  gave  a  gymnastic  display.  The  hall  was  crowded  with 
tho.se  who  were  not  a  little  curious,  because  no  one  thought  blind  bo.ys 
could  give  a  g.vmnastic  displa.y;  they  gave  us  a  splendid  display  and 
afterwards  a  concert.  To-d.ay  we  have  come  to  see  the  school  premises, 
and  the  fir.st  thought  that  struck  me,  as  probahl.v  everyone  else  present, 
was  that  it  was  an  extraordinary  place  to  bring  blind  people  to.  One 
wonders  how  they  manage  to  find  their  way  about  and  not  to  knock

themselves  against  trees  or  fall  down  tlie  lulls.  It  taxes  those  who 
can  see,  but  the  boys  and  girls  here  seem  to  run  about  and  up  and  down 
steps  as  though  they  arc  on  level  ground.  The  next  thing  that  impressed 
mo  was  the  variety  of  work  we  have  .seen.  One  had  heard  almut  the 
JJraillo  system,  but  to  see  it  used  and  hear  reading  was  leally  very 
interesting.  Music  one  was  not  quite  unprepared  tor,  because,  some¬ 
how  one  imagines  that  blind  people  would  naturally  turn  to  sometliing 
like’ music.  After  hearing  the  organ  recital  this  afternoon  one  is  not 
altogether  surprised  to  lind  that  there  have  heen  outstanding  succeKMs 
in  that  direction.  1  am  delighted  to  see  what  is  being  done  at  the 
t.'ollego  and  the  elhciency  that  has  been  attained  in  music,  m  education, 
in  swdmming  and  in  gyninastics.  1  consider  the  physical  side  is  most 
important,  because  it  gives  the  blind  a  spirit  of  independence  which  is 
of  incalculable  value.  But  I  think,  honestly,  wdiat  has  impressed  me 
most  of  all  is  the  secretarial  side.  It  is  surprising  to  me  to  see  how 
YOU  have  been  able  to  give  instruction  in  shorthand  and  typewriting 
and  to  produce  the  wonderful  specimen  of  work  that  has  been  given 
to  me  as  a  souvenir.  When  T  see  a  complicated  balance  sheet,  properly 
spucGcl  fviici  bGtVutiiully  typed,  it  seems  to  mo  that  you  have  opeiieci^  a 
very  large  field  of  service.  This  certainly  is  a  day  of  impossibilities 
being  ruled  out  of  order,  and  1  am  delighted  at  the  direction  that 
has  been  taken  at  the  ('ollege  in  training  the  blind.  It  has  been  a 
great  pleasure  to  lie  here  to-day  and  see  how  physical  defects  are  being 
overcome,  and  how  boys  and  girls,  men  and  women  ap  being  trained 
not  only  to  be  useful,  not  only  to  lie  happy,  but  to  be  independent  and 
able  to  help  their  fellows.  I  have  to  thank  you  very  much  for  allowing 
me  to  come  here,  and  I  also  thank  you  on  behalf  of  my  wife,  who  1ms 
been  delighted  to  present  the  prizes.  1  wish  you  all  every  possible 

success.”  ,  ,  ^  f  1 

General  Sir  Archibald  Hunter  moved  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
to  Lady  Studd  for  so  kindly  presenting  the  prizes  to  the  successful 
pupils  in  so  gracious  a  manner  and  to  Sir  .Kynaston  Studd  for  presiding. 

Lady  Campbell,  in  seconding  the  vote  of  thanks,  said  :■ — 

“  Sir  Kynaston  and  Lady  Studd,  and  all  the  other  kind  friends 
who  have  joined  us  to-day  in  this  Prize  Festival,— It  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  find  my.self  once  more  connect'd  with  the  College  whore  1 
spent  forty  of  the  happiest  years  of  my  life.  I  congratulate  the  pupils 
on  the  prizes  they  liave  gained,  because  I  know  many  of  those  successes 
represented  very  hard  work. 

”  Soon  after  the  College  was  opened  in  1872,  a  meeting  m  its 
support  was  held  at  tlie  Mansion  House,  when  its  needs  were  eloquently- 
set  forth  by  the  Lord  Mayor,  the  late  Karl  of  Shaftesbury  and  the  late 
Professor  Henry  Fawcett.

Gardner’s  Trust  for  the  Blind.— The  Hoard  of  (Jovernors  desire  to 
tender  their  deep  gratitude  to  the  'rrustee,s  for  the  continuance  of  their 
generous  help.  During  the  year  ten  hoys  and  seven  girls  sat  for  the 
Gardner’s  Trust  examination  and  nine  hoys  and  six  girls  were  awarded 
scholarships;  these  scholarships  have  enabled  many  young  men  and 
women  to  go  out  in  the  world  as  self-reliant  and  self-suiiporting 
citizens. 

Training  College. — The  Board  of  Governors  desire  to  iilacc  on 
record  their  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Ritchie  in  granting 
facilitias  to  the  Training  College  .Students  for  school  practice  in  the 
Swiss  Cottage  School  for  the  Blind,  and  also  to  the  London  County 
Council  for  a  similar  privilege  at  Linden  Lodge.

Recitals  at  the  Royal  College  of  Organi.sts;  Tho  Lener  String  Quai  tette 
(by  invitation  of  tho  National  Institute  for  the  Blind)  as  well  as  other 
Vocal  and  Instrumental  Recitals  at  Wigmore  and  Grotian  Hall,  includ¬ 
ing  one  given  by  a  former  pupil,  Mr.  Thomas  Marshall,  A.R.A.M. 

Readings. — The  British  Kmpire  Shakespeare  .Society,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Eagle,  gave  a  very  fine  Reading  of  ‘‘  The  Rivals,”  the 
principal  part  being  taken  by  Mr.  Eric  Adeney,  a  well-known  actor  at 
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the  Old  Vic  Theatre,  also  of  “  The  Tempest  ”  and  “  The  Merry  Wives 
of  Windsor.” 

Concerts,  etc.,  by  Students.— The  Choir  gave  their  Annual  Concert 
at  the  North  London  Homes  for  the  dllind  and  one  at  the  Wiltshire 
Road  Afissioii  Hall,  Tliornton  Heath,  The  Westminster  Glee  (  lub

Arrangements  had  heen  made  for  various  meetings,  the  first  of 
which  was  the  welcome  e.\t(>nded  to  all  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Campbell,  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Mr.  CanijilH?!!  said:  On  behalf  of  the  Governing  Bodv  I  would  like 
to  say  how  glad  we  are  that  Mrs.  Campbell  has  heen  able  to  arrange 
this  re-union.  I  happen  to  have  Ix'en  educated  very  near  to  this 
College,  and  am  now  a  governor  of  my  former  school,  Dulwich  College. 
It  is  to  me  the  greatest  pleasure  in  the  world  to  be  connected  again 
with  my  old  school,  to  meet  my  old  friends  and  talk  about  old  times, 
and  last,  but  not  least,  to  meet  tho.se  who  were  at  that  time  in 
authority  over  me,  but  who,  needless  to  say,  are  so  no  longer. 

I  have  now  led  up  to  the  fact  that  you  iirobably  are  in  the  same 
position  at  this  re-union  just  now;  you  appreciate  meeting  old  friends, 
you  have  all  had  various  experiences  in  various  parts  of  the  world,  ami 
now  you  come  hack  and  you  exchange  reminiscences,  yon  exchange 
experiences,  and  you  are  able  to  talk  to  each  other  in  a  different  way 
to  what  yon  did  when  yon  were  at  scIkkiI.  You  are  meeting  Lady 
Campbell,  whom  we  are  so  delighted  to  see  here,  and  Mrs.  Camiilieli, 
the  present  Principal. 

It  gives  me  very  great  pleasure  indeed  to  meet  you  all,  and  I 
sincerely  ho|)e  that  yon  will  thoroughly  enjoy  yourselves,  and  that  when 
you  return  home  you  will  tell  all  your  friends  about  this  iilace.  Von 
people  know,  and  have  had  exiierience  of  life  in  this  school,  yon  know 
of  the  excellent  work  wldch  has  been  done  by  many  of  the  old  scholars, 
including  all  of  yonrsel vi'S.  Von  know  the  possibilities,  yon  know  the 
advantages  to  he  obtained,  and  1  do  think  if  this  were  brought  homo 
more  to  the  general  public,  who  either  do  not  know  or  do  not  realise 
the  great  value  of  such  a  school  as  this,  we  should  have  a  great  deal 
more  support  for  our  excellent  in.stitution. 

It  is  a  privilege  to  me  to  have  had  this  opportunity  of  seeing  yon 
here,  and  on  Ix-half  of  the  Governing  Body  I  wish  to  say  that  we  are 
all  very  pleased  indeed  that  yon  have  come,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that 
matters  will  be  so  arranged  that  this  can  be  a  regular  re-union,  and 
in  that  case,  I  shoidd  like  to  .see  all  the  members  of  the  Governing 
Body  here  to  meet  you  and  hear  some  of  your  experiences,  and  I  am

and  1  could  tell  of  scores  of  miracles  which  would  dishinctlv  show  th'-it 
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that  as  anythmir  like  as  valuable  a  testimony  to  what  has  been  accom- 
plisheil  as  the  tact  that,  (luring  the  five  months  I  have  been  home  this 
time,  out  of  my  very  eonsiilerable  correspondence  from  Burma  160 
letters  have  Ikhmi  sent  to  me  in  Braille.  ’ 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  K.  T.  Campbell  and  to  the  Rev.  Father 
Jack.son  was  propo.sed  by  Lady  Campbell  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Campbell 
and  carried  with  a(X‘lamation. 

In  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Beddow,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  and  House 
Committee,  addressed  the  gatliering.  He  said:  It  is  a  very  great 
pleasure  to  me  to  meet  so  many  of  the  old  student  graduates  of  tin's 
grand  old  (kdlege.  I  have  been  at  a  great  many  gatherings  in  this 
hall,  and  have  been  delighted  with  the  entertainments  provided,  but  1 
do  not  know  that  I  ever  had  so  much  pleasure  as  I  have  to-day  with 
this  large  audience  before  me  of  those  who  have  studied  in  years  gone  by- 
in  this  College.  IV hen  I  look  round  I  cannot  identify  very  many — 
perhaps  more  of  you  can  remember  me  that  1  can  distinguish. 

I  have  had  great  pleasure  in  working  in  the  old  days  with  Sir 
Francis  and  Lady  Campbell,  and  I  am  sure  you  are  all  delighted  to-day 
that  Lady:  ('ampbell  is  with  us  in  such  womierful  health  and  sti'ength, 
and  as  interested  in  everything  concerning  the  College  as  she  was  in  the 
old  days  when  she  was  responsible  for  so  much  of  your  comfort. 

Then  Mr,  Guy  Campbell — ho  was  a  life-long  worker  in  this  College 
and  a  chamiiion  of  the  blind  in  every  possible  way — ami  now  to-day 
Mrs.  Campliell,  his  beloved  wife,  who  also  has  had  so  much  to  do  witli 
,vour  comfort,  has  been  planning  for  your  welfare,  and  has  done 
wonders  for  this  College  single-handed. 

There  are  no  Iwtter  typists  in  London  than  those  trained  in  the 
College.  I  have  never  found  a  single  error  in  anything  that  I  have 
given  them  to  do  for  me;  the  tuning  is  excellently  done;  as  to  organists 
■ — the  w-hole  world  knows  Dr.  Hollins.  I  am  personally  very’  proud  of 
our  own  organist,  who  was  trained  here,  Mr.  Newell.  He  was  much 
di.stinguished  in  his  examinations,  and  he  has  proved  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  men  to  deal  with ;  he  is  alwa.vs  jolly  and  sets  an  example  to 
the  whole  church,  always  ready  for  a  joke  and  a  laugh. 

VV’ell  my:  friends — you  will  allow  me  to  call  you  my  friends — I 
wi.sh  you  all  prosperity,  blessing,  health  and  happiness. 

Air.  H.  L.  Balfour,  who  has  been  for  .35  years  a  professor  at  the 
College,  then  gave  an  organ  recital,  to  which  all  wore  delighted  to  listen. 

A  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  b.v  Mr.  Balshaw  to  Mr. 
Beddow  and  Mr.  Balfour,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Dixson. 

Mr.  Thomas  Marshall,  A.R.A.M.,  gave  a  delightful  pianoforte 
recital  in  the  evening,  playing  selections  from  the  music  of  Bach, 
Brahms  and  Chopin  ;  he  had  a  most  enthusiastic  audience,  and  by 
special  request  played  his  own  composition,  “  A  Train  Journey  to  the 
Sea.” 

On  Friday  morning  a  conference  was  lield  to  foi-m  an  “  Old 
Students  Guild.”  A  (iroposal  to  raise  money  for  a  memorial  to  Sir 
Francis  C'ampl)ell  was  also  di.scus.sed  and  committees  elected. 

At  4  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  an  enjoyable  lecture-recital  was  given 
by  Air.  Victor  Spanner,  AIus.Bac.,  on  “  The  Dance  Music  of  Bach.” 

In  the  evening  a  concert  was  given  by  former  students,  and  at  the 
close  Aliss  Amelia  Campbell  announced  that  all  those  present  were 
presenting  a  necklet  to  Lady  Campbell,  and  a  silver  salver  to  Mrs. 
(larapbell,  as  souvenirs  of  the  happy  days  they  were  enjoying  at  the 
College.  The  company  then  adjourned  to  the  Gymnasium  for  a  dance. 
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On  Saturday  morning  Lady  ('ani|)bell  gave  some  amusing  remin¬ 
iscences  of  the  early  days  at  the  College  before  speaking  of  work  ioi 
the  blind  in  the  United  States. 

Each  of  the  48  States  in  the  Union  makes  provision  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  and  care  of  its  own  blind  ,.opnlation.  The  National  (  ongress  a 
Washington  makes  an  annual  appropriation  I"''  the  piintmg  ol 
embossed  Irooks  which  are  distributed  to  the  .separate  Stales;  the  amount 
per  capita  expended  by  the  State,  and  the  number  ol  agencies  vary 
in  different  parts  of  the  country. 

While  the  schools  were  established  a  hundred  years  ago,  the  care  ol 

the  adult  blind  is  more  recent.  .  . 

\bout  1901'  the  States  began  to  appoint  unpaid  commissions  to 
sunei-vise  the  work  of  the  adult  blind;  they  start  workshops,  give  relict, 
have  charge  of  home  teaching  and  home-work.  When  secretary  ol  the 
Ohio  Conimissioii,  my  .son,  Charles  Campbell,  opened  a  new  held  ol 

home-wor_^  in  advertisements  for  home  teachers  in  England  tlie.se 
words:  “  Sighted  Teacher  required.”  W'lth  us  the  blind  lue  considered 
better  suited  to  the  work  and  more  efficient;  if  a  guide  is  needed,  the 
State  pays  for  one  and  all  travelling  expenses.  J  hope  this  body  of 
active  independent  blind  men  and  women  will  help  to  create  a  piililie 
oninioii  that  will  prevent  the  blind  from  lieing  crowded  out  ol  a  po.sition 
in  which  they  once  had  the  iireference.  Tliaso  of  you  ^yll<>  hold  positions 
as  home  teachers  must  not  fall  into  ruts — be  wide  awake,  keep 
up-to-date. 

There  is  little  time  to  tell  of  the  schools.  The  age  is  from  six  t(> 
twenty-one;  the  curriculum  includes  kindergarten,  elementary  and 
secondary  education;  the  latter  fitting  for  the  university.  In  some 
States  the  Government  pays  for  a  reader  for  university  students.  All 
the  schools  are  keen  on  physical  training  and  sports;  some  have  a 

domestic  science  cottage  for  the  girls.  o  i  i  r  +i  ur.wi 

The  Perkins  Institution  and  Massachusetts  School  tor  the  lilind, 
near  Boston,  was  founded  in  1832.  Dr.  E.  E.  Allen,  the  pre,sent 
Superintendent,  was  for  several  years  a  teacher  at  the  (  ol  ege,  and  lie 
generously  acknowledgevS  his  indebtedness  to  Sir  Iruncis  and  tlie  (  ollege 
for  the  influence  they  have  exercised  in  his  ryork. 

Lady  Campbell  gave  a  further  account  of  the  athletic  sports,  jiartics 
and  other  features  of  the  life  at  the  Perkins  Institution. 

At  the  close  of  the  address,  Mr.  Wbarrilow  said:  May  1  just  say 
what  we  all  want  to  .say,  that  we  thank  Lady  Campbell  tor  her  talk, 
which  has  been  very  inspiring.  W'e  do  want,  partieularly  to  see  the 
home  teacher  question  brought  forward  in  this  country  in  an  ade(|uate 
manner.  There  is  immense  scope,  I  think,  for  home  teaching,  and  1 
hope  that  what  Lady  Campbell  has  said  will  bear  fruit.  Although 
this  is  not  an  official  vote  of  thanks,  may  I  say  how  immensely  we 
have  enjoyed  Lady  Campbell’s  address,  and  of  course  we  all  thank 
everybody  concerned  for  the  splendid  time  we  ha\e  liad.  <  i  .i 

Miss  Lily  Bell,  a  former  student  and  teacher,  requested  tlie 
Principal  to  convey  to  the  Board  of  Governors  the  grateful  thanks  ol 
all  who  had  attended  the  re-union.  . 

Great  appreciation  was  expressed  of  the  perfect  organisation, 
thoughtfulness  and  infinite  pains  that  had  been  exercised  to  make 
everyone  just  as  happy  and  comfortable  as  possible.  ,, 

The  proceedings  closed  with  the  singing  of  Auld  Lang  hyne 
and  “  God  Save  the  King.”

The  regular  V'isitors’  Day  is  the  first  Thursday  afternoon  in  each  month,  except 
during  January,  April,  August,  and  September.  Visitors  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  various  departments  from  3.15  to  5.15  p.m. 

Visitors. — Parents  and  friends  may  visit  pupils  on  alternate  Saturdays.  Dates 
when  visiting  is  permitted  will  be  sent  to  the  Parents  at  the  beginning  of  each  term 
and  may  be  obtained  from  the  Principal.
